Marion Club Clambake a Success 

Clambake lovers who like the traditional ap- 
proach were rewarded with a smoky treat at the Marion 
Social Club's fall clambake on Sunday, October 14 at the 
club hall, 44 Pumping Station Road in Marion. The semi- 
annual gala, which sells out weeks before the event, 
featured a harvest of clambake favorites steamed in 
rockweed: white potatoes, sweet potatoes, sausage, fish,

linguica, onions, stuffing, corn on the cob and, of course, a 
heap of succulent clams ... a menu which draws diners 
year after year to this popular event. 

Good food takes hard work, and this clambake is 
no exception; it took two full days of preparation. On 
Saturday, while some members collected the rockweed, 
others picked up the food and supplies and started the 
meal preparation for 250 diners. 

"We had a good turnout of help this year," said 
club member Elsa Hiller. "It was wonderful to see so 
many members pitching in." 

Five layers of logs and rock were stacked in 
advance and a shallow pit was dug beside it for the fire, 
which was started early on Sunday. When the rocks were 
thoroughly heated, about mid-morning on Sunday, they 
were shoveled into the awaiting pit. The clambake 
delicacies, placed in wooden racks with wire bottoms, 
were stacked on the red-hot rocks, then covered with the 
rockweed for an exceptional, smoky flavor. 

"It was a little rainy this year, but it didn't affect 
the clambake," said pit crewman Terry Gibbs. "In fact, in 
the 18 years I've been working the clambakes, it's one of 
the smoothest I have done." 

A raffle was an added attraction to the clambake 
festivities. Lucky winners received a mountain bike, a

to participate will be left up to Police Chief Mary Lyons 
and Fire Chief Ronald Scott. 

Next, the board discussed the ongoing ORR 
Building Project. Selectman Andrews reported that the 
project is still on schedule. The oil tanks have all been 
removed from the ground, and they are currently prepar- 
ing to pour the foundation.

ing a drain in front of our home in the early 1980s. Over 
the years we have done all that is possible to help direct 
this water away from and around our home and feel that 
the town must also do its part by resurfacing, grading and 
providing drainage to the area described." 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said she spoke to Ms.

Michael J. Dahill, Chairman of the Old Rochester 
Regional School Building Committee, sent an update to 
the board regarding the ongoing expansion and renova- 
tion project at ORR. Mr. Dahill noted that the installation 
of the new sewer line connecting the schools to the 
Mattapoisett sewage system ran into unanticipated 
problems which resulted in cost overruns to the tune of 
$400,000. Mr. Dahill assured the board that the project's 
budgeted contingency fund would cover this expense. 

State Representative William Straus sent a letter 
to the board, supporting the town's Comprehensive Water 
Resource Management Plan recently submitted to the 
state for approval. Ms. Enroth-Whitlock, however, noted 
the letter wasn't very clear about supporting the applica- 
tion itself — which is something she would like to know. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with various town 
Public Safety personnel and department heads to discuss 
policies and procedures for townwide emergencies in the 
wake of the September 11 tragedies and the more recent 
anthrax terrorist scare. Chairman Dickerson noted that the 
assembled department heads would only provide brief 
presentations to the board this evening, and they would 
not entertain questions from the general public at this 
point. 

Marion's Emergency Management Director Dale 
Jones began by explaining that it is his duty to coordinate 
state emergency management people with the town's 
various public safety personnel in the event of an actual

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emergency. "Once it's declared an emergency, we set up 
provisions for shelters, emergency generators, and work 
with each department to make sure citizens (of Marion) 
are protected," Mr. Jones said. 

Police Chief Lincoln Miller said that he has met 
with the various department heads and have discussed 
and developed procedures for dealing with potential acts 
of bio-terrorism. "It is important that we get our people 
properly trained to respond," Chief Miller said. "But in 
the meantime, people have got to get on with their lives ... 
it's okay to be alert, but you can't stop your daily rou- 
tine." 

"We're pretty well equipped for almost anything 
that comes down the pike," added Fire Chief C. Robert 
Davis. "We are prepared, we're getting updated material 
almost daily of what's happening." 

Harbormaster Charles Bradley noted that he's 
been in contact with the Coast Guard and they've asked 
that he keep his patrol boat available and in the water for 
as long as possible — until the winter freeze sets in. 

Regional Sanitarian Karen Walega added that 
she's been in touch with the Department of Public Health 
and they have a hotline and resources at the ready to 
provide information on anthrax and proper mail han- 
dling. "If you receive anything suspicious, you should 
contact the HazMat or local police department," she said. 

Chief Miller also reminded residents that if they 
do receive any suspicious mail or packages, they should 
not bring them to the Marion Police Department. "We 
don't want anything brought to the station," he said. "Call 
us and we'll make arrangements to have it picked up. Do 
not come through the front door of the Police Station." 

In other matters, the board signed and approved 
confirmation of the Eminent Domain Taking of about 43 
acres of property sold to the town by the Goldovitz 
family. This property directly abuts the town's wastewater

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 
October 22, 2001

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday October 22 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
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Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
September 17 meeting as amended, the board signed and 
approved a settlement between the Rochester School 
Committee and teacher's union regarding a recent matter 
over health insurance benefits, and then signed a Person- 
nel Action Form (PAF) for Shirley Darcy, who is tempo- 
rarily replacing Suzanne Maksy in the Town Hall offices. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon advised that a planned luncheon sponsored by 
the Buzzards Bay Action Committee (BBAC) is to be held 
on Thursday, October 25 in Wareham, but the board's 
representative, Harry Brown, cannot attend. None of the 
board members were available at this late date, and Mr. 
Huntoon said he would "notify them accordingly." 

At 7:05 pm the board met with members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) and Town Moderator 
Greenwood Hartley to review the following nine articles 
on the Special Town Meeting warrant for Monday, 
October 29 at 7:30 pm: 

• Article 1: requests voters to approve a sum of 
money (under $1,000) to pay outstanding bills from the 
previous fiscal year. Both the Selectmen and FinCom 
unanimously voted to recommend this article. 

• Article 2: requests the town to transfer $12,000 
from an article previously approved on the June 5, 2000 
Annual Town Meeting warrant to pay for upgrades to the 
Town Hall telephone system. Both the Selectmen and 
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(near the Whaling Museum) New Bedford, MA 02740 508-996-2320 



FinCom recommended the article. 

• Article 3: requests voters to appropriate 
$4,596.48 to cover the purchase of a replacement generator 
for the Fire Department; both the Selectmen and FinCom 
recommended the article. 

• Article 4: requests a transfer of $935 from 
money previously allocated at the June 4, 2001 Annual 
Town Meeting to cover Board of Health salaries for recent 
work involving the West Nile virus outbreak in town; 
both the Selectmen and FinCom recommended the article. 

• Article 5: asks the town to accept a gift of land, 
about one-half acre off Hartley Road, from Lorraine E. 
Vaughan to be kept and maintained as a memorial to the 
Rochester Fire Department; both the Selectmen and 
FinCom recommended the article. 

• Article 6: requests a transfer of $1,200 from the 
Police Department Capital Expense line item to pay for 
the repainting of one of the newer police cruisers to match 
the new color scheme design for the department. Several 
FinCom members had reservations about this request, 
noting that it wasn't a matter of safety or an unforeseen 
expense. 

"I think you're throwing good money after bad . . . 
in three years, all the (cruisers) will be rotated out and the 
colors will match," said FinCom Chairman Michael Costa. 

The FinCom voted to not recommend Article 6, 
and the Selectmen supported it via majority, 2 to 1, with 
Selectman Parker abstaining. 

• Article 7: requests voters to appropriate 
$1,148.40 from Free Cash to cover a salary adjustment for 
the Communications /Dispatch Department as approved 
at the June 4, 2001 Annual Town Meeting; both the 
Selectmen and FinCom recommended the article. 

• Article 8: requests voters to accept the provi- 
sions of Chapter 235 under MGL to appropriate the sum 
of $73,506.74 in so-called Chapter 90 funds for highway 
repairs and improvements; both the Selectmen and 
FinCom unanimously recommended the article. 

• Article 9: requests voters to accept MGL Chap- 
ter 59, Section 59 to exempt from taxation small personal 
property whose value is less than $1,000; both the Select- 
men and FinCom supported the article.

the Wluka Real Estate Corporation, and Gerry Lorusso of 
the Lorusso Corporation to discuss a development 
proposal for 600 acres of land bounded by High Street, 
Walnut Street, and Ryder Road in Rochester. The property, 
formerly known as the Stryer land, currently contains 
active cranberry bogs but much of it remains undevel- 
oped, according to Mr. Wluka. Sixty acres of the property 
is zoned for industrial use, while the balance is zoned for 
residential/ agricultural. 

"What we're proposing is to master plan the 
entire site and develop a materials processing facility on 
20 of the 60 Industrial acres," Mr. Wluka said. "The 
balance (of the 60 acres) will remain residential/ agricul- 
tural." 

Mr. Wluka said the second phase will include 
developing a commercial nursery operation which 
supplies plants, trees and shrubs to major developments 
across New England. Then, the balance of the property is 
being considered for a golf course community with 
limited housing geared to second-home and retirement 
markets. 
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"We'll probably have either 18 or 27 holes — 
either a public or private (course)/' Mr. Wluka said of the 
golf course phase, which would likely commence in the 
immediate future upon permit approval and be done 
within five years. The commercial nursery would be 
developed over a 20-year period. 

"This is where we sense the town wants indus- 
trial development, based on your Master Plan," Mr. 
Wluka said. "We're coming to the town very early in the 
process . . . we didn't want to come here with a fait accom- 
pli. This will keep the area green when it's done and you'll 
have a productive piece of property which generates 
revenue." 

Several residents were present at the meeting and 
took the opportunity to question Mr. Wluka about the 
proposed development. One asked whether he had plans 
to petition the town to expand the existing Industrial 
Zone so that additional acreage of the property could be 
developed commercially. 

"We have no such plans at this time," he said. 
"We're not advocating anything in terms of industrial 
versus agricultural use ... that's up to the town. We're 
basing this on (Rochester's) current Master Plan. We are 
actively working with (Town Planner) Randall Kunz ... 
and the Industrial Development Commission in town." 

Mr. Wluka did add that the more the town's 
industrial zone expands, the more revenue it can collect. 

Although the project is still in the early develop- 
ment stages, many of the town officials were supportive 
of the proposal. "From a town official's standpoint, I think 
this is pretty good," Chairman Cutler said. "If that's going 
to be industrial property, we're going to have to take a 
hard look at access along High Street." 

Mr. Lorusso noted that the plant would likely add 
100 to 150 trucks daily to Rochester roads, based on the

they went through the school and filled out a school-use 
form. Who is going to administer and determine what is a 
town-sponsored program?" 

Selectman Ryan said she discussed this matter 
with members of the School Committee, and they seemed 
to have a problem with non-Rochester residents using the 
school and the town's potential liability in such instances. 
But Town Administrator James Huntoon noted that if 
such events are sponsored and sanctioned by the town, as 
suggested in the new policy, the town's insurance policy 
will cover them. 

Part of the problem seemed to be that the Roches- 
ter Parks Commission is essentially responsible for 
managing town facilities ... unlike a Recreation Commit- 
tee which would organize and oversee town-sponsored 
recreational events such as sports games.

RIGHT TO ASSIGN PURCHASE 



If you are buying a to-be- 
built condominium, the 
right to assign your pur- 
chase contract is insurance 
worth fighting for. Assign- 
ment means the right to 
transfer to another party 
the right to buy the prop- 
erty. This means that some- 
one else can fulfill your 
contract at the price and 
terms you agreed to. 

If you should be trans- 
ferred before occupancy or 
if some other event makes 
the purchase no longer fea- 
sible, the right to assign 
your contract will allow 
you to change your mind 
even if you have not closed. 



Since prices usually go up as 
completion approaches, as- 
signment could even turn a 
quick profit for you. 

Normally, you will not 
find the right to reassign 
your purchase agreement in 
the original contract. Have 
an attorney write it in for 
you. The builder may voice 
some objection, but the point 
can usually be negotiated. 
The reason pre-construction 
prices are lower is because of 
the unknowns. This is one 
way to hedge your risk.

FAT CATS 

My veterinarian told me that my cat is fat. I thought that 
cats would regulate their caloric intake to remain at their 
ideal weight. 

In an ideal world you would be right, but trust your 
cats doctor. Obesity is very common in our feline pets 
who often have little to accomplish other than keeping 
a lap warm and their stomachs full. 

How can I get her to lose weight? 
There is no completely painless way for your cat to 
shed a few pounds. Feeding a low calorie food will 
help as will increasing the amount of exercise that 
your cat gets. Forget about leaving food out all of the 
time. Feed your cat 2 meals a day. Your goal is slow 
weight loss over a few months to a year rather than a 
crash diet that may be dangerous for your cat.

ORR AP Scholars Named 

Three students at Old Rochester Regional High 
School have been named AP Scholars by the College 
Board in recognition of their exceptional achievement on 
the college-level Advanced Placement (AP) Exams. Only 
about 13 percent of the more than 840,000 students in 
13,690 schools who took the exams in May 2001 per- 
formed at sufficiently high level to merit such recognition. 

Students take the AP Exams in May after complet- 
ing challenging college-level courses at their high schools. 
The College Board recognizes several levels of achieve- 
ment based on the number of year-long courses and 
exams (or their equivalent semester-long courses and 
exams). At ORR High School, one student qualified for 
the AP Scholars with Distinction Award by earning an 
average grade of at least 3.5 on all AP Exams taken, and 
grades of 3 or higher on five or more of these exams. This 
student is Alexander Naiman, currently attending 
Princeton University. 

Two students qualified for the AP Scholar Award 
by completing three or more AP Examinations, with 
grades of 3 or higher. These AP Scholars are Victoria 
Winn, who attends Holy Cross, and Michael Whalen, who 
attends UMass Amherst. 

Most of the nation's colleges and universities 
award credit, advanced placement, or both based on 
successful performance on the AP Exams. More than 1,400 
institutions award a full year's credit (sophomore stand-

Those in the vicinity of the Rochester Town Hall last 
Friday may have mistaken the mysterious figure (or fig- 
ures) who decided to boldly exercise their Freedom of Ex- 
pression by tacking a stern note to the historic building as 
misdirected wedding guests, wandering aimlessly looking 
for a festive reception. Indeed, the strains of a perpetual 
nuptial favorite could be heard faintly rising above the 
appropriately-named Constitution Way . . . you only had 
to cock an ear to hear the familiar tune, bouncing off the 
walls of Plumb Corner Market like the oldies during the 
recent Monday night summer cruise gatherings. 

Can you hear it? That, my friends, is an annoyingly- 
infectious little ditty we've come to know and loathe as 
The Chicken Dance. 

Let's all stick our hands into our armpits together now 
and strike a fowl pose, flapping in time . . . da-da-da-da-da- 
da-dah, da-da-da-da-da-da-dah, da-da-da-da-da-da-dah! Clap! 
Clap! Clap! Clap! 

Yes, that pithy writer of all things vague and clever, 
Anonymous, nas delivered a pearl of wisdom to the hard- 
working folks at the Rochester Town Hall which reads as 
follows, verbatim (with some snide editorial asides): 

NOTICE 

We would like to thank Bruce M. & Bruce M. Jr. and ICE 
for suing the Town of Rochester, allowing them to build a 
cell tower in possibly one of the worst sites in Rochester. 
Don't worry you will see the whole thing soon. Best seen 
from the Federally registered (sic) Scenic Highway Rte. 105. 
Also, good job ZBA, Town Hall Employees & lets (sic) not 
forget Town Council (sic). Keep up the good work. 

Not nearly as illuminating as "Good things come to 
those who wait" or "Patience is a virtue," but I guess it 
gets the general point across (barring the factual error that 
Route 105 is a state scenic highway). Sad thing is, points 
always carry more weight and authority when they have a 
face and name behind them. Vague accusations and rumor- 
mongering are akin to spray-painted bits of graffiti which 
drift in and out of consciousness. P.L. + M.R. Rock on, dude! 
Kilroy was here. 

Did the unidentified author(s) of this opinion have a 
viable complaint or point of view? Sure. But cloaking them- 
selves in a shroud of secrecy speaks volumes about their 
own shaky conviction. For me, such drivel instantly falls 
into the abyss of dismissive dissention — the day-to-day 
sound and fury of "he said, she said" which generally sig- 
nifies nothing. 

It's one of the main reasons why I've never liked or 
endorsed anonymous printed opinions in newspapers or 
the hidden-identity games of local talk radio call-in shows. 
These forums are extensions of our Freedom of Speech, to 
be sure ... but they also border on libel and slander, and 



allow people to hide behind anonymity while lobbing criti- 
cisms at specific persons and groups. 

The whole cellular tower siting issue has been a bone 
of contention for some Rochester residents for quite a while 
now, being tossed back and forth like the quintessential 
"Not In My Back Yard" (NIMBY) political football. The 
hard-to-swallow point of the matter is this: the town can- 
not prohibit cellular towers from locating in Rochester 
wholesale. So, eventually a cell tower is going to be located 
somewhere within the town in someone's back yard. Period. 

That will likely make a few direct abutters unhappy ... 
but the vast majority of residents will remain satisfied or, 
at best, indifferent. Such is democracy. 

Some of those concerned abutters were brave and hon- 
est enough to come before the Board of Selectmen at a re- 
cent meeting and voice their opposition. Their points were 
well-made and justifiable. 

So were those of Town Counsel Daniel Perry, who 
clearly explained that the town would likely lose the pend- 
ing lawsuit and be forced to pay damages. At the end of 
this logical discourse one of the objectors, Susan Peterson, 
even came to appreciate the town's precarious position and 
admitted she would sign the settlement to allow the cell 
tower siting if she were on the Board of Selectmen. 

That's Freedom of Speech in action — freedom to ex- 
press both points of view. 

Rochester Town Administrator James Huntoon ad- 
dressed the hit-and-run note posting at this past week's 
Selectmen's meeting, noting that anonymous correspon- 
dence generally gets thrown out. "I'm personally affronted 
by this," he said, "we all work very hard here (in Town 
Hall) . . . and we're here to make decisions for the whole 
town." 

Selectman Patricia Ryan agreed, simply stating: "People 
like that are cowards as far as I'm concerned." 

Selectman Ryan's choice of words is poignant given 
our current climate of both national pride and impending 
confrontation: coward connotes someone who preys on the 
innocent, someone who hides behind their beliefs, some- 
one who doesn't take credit for their actions for fear of dis- 
sention. 

I'm not equating the unknown Rochester resident(s) 
with our cave-dwelling Taliban terrorist friends ... but I 
think their actions are just as unproductive and 
unAmerican. Tacking an ominous, unsigned note to the 
door of Town Hall defeats the purpose of our hard-earned 
American freedoms. Where's the opportunity for healthy 
discussion and debate? Where's the chance for point-coun- 
terpoint arguments? 

Probably trampled under foot on that wedding recep- 
tion dance floor ... lost amidst the flying feathers of The 
Chicken Dance.

FromHell. Starring Johnny Depp and Heather Graham. Directed 
by Allen and Albert Hughes. Running time: 121 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. At Hoyts Nickelodeon, Cinema 12 in North Dartmouth, 
and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

"With all your shimmering numbers and your lights, think not to he 
inured to history. Its black root succours you. It is inside you. Are you asleep 
to it, that you cannot feel its breath upon your neck, nor see what soaks its 
cuffs ? See me! Wake up and look upon me! I am come amongst you. I am with 
you always!" 

Halfway through the stunning 1999 graphic novel From Hell, 
written by Alan Moore and illustrated by Eddie Campbell, Jack the 
Ripper is busily dissecting his latest victim when he suddenly finds 
himself in a late-20th-century office building. Either hallucinating or 
receiving a vision of things to come, he looks around and despairs: 
Wonder is gone; chaos has been tamed into plastic; the very gods 
appear to be dead. What doesn't occur to him is that this is his true 
legacy — not murder, which existed long before Jack, but soullessness, 
apathy, insensitivity to suffering. 

I wish the new movie From Hell had found a way to include that 
passage — for me the finest in a book teeming with dark magic — but 
what it does include is more than good enough. Directors Allen and 
Albert Hughes (Menace II Society) and screenwriters Terry Hayes and 
Rafael Yglesias can't possibly pack in all the density of narrative and 
background that sprawls across Moore and Campbell's phone-book- 
thick volume. This From Hell paints in short, sure strokes, tossing in a 
few of Moore's details about events /people co-existing with the 
Ripper murders of 1888 (the Elephant Man, the Freemasons, Queen 
Victoria) while omitting others (Oscar Wilde, the conception of Adolf 
Hitler). 

The movie also gives us a hero — Inspector Frederick Abberline 
(Johnny Depp), an opium-addled and rather depressive detective 
who, like the book' s Jack, receives visions. Whores are being butchered, 
ritually and methodically, and left on the freezing cobblestones of 
Whitechapel. In a plot worthy of Oliver Stone (and backed up by 
certain Ripperologists, as obsessive about Jack as others are about the 
JFK assassination), Abberline begins to suspect that the murders, 
rather than being random acts of savagery, may lead all the way up to 
the throne. 

The Hughes brothers give us impressionistic bursts of violence — 
we don't see the brutality so much as feel it. They also draw out the 
misogynistic dread of the Victorian era, the disgust toward female 



sexuality (another legacy of Jack that lives on — the female body can 
be understood only by tearing it asunder). From what I can gather, the 
movie is saying that what we know of violence today has its roots in 
politics, mysticism, and surgery — all attempts to dissect the human 
experience, of course. At the center of all this is Abberline and fresh- 
faced prostitute Mary Kelly (Heather Graham), who dreams of getting 
away, moving to a home in the country, and having lots of kids to love. 
It's looking as if she's next on Jack's agenda. 

Depp and Graham, both sporting serviceable accents, add warmth 
and urgency to what might have been a cold movie. It's chilly 
nevertheless; while discarding a lot out of necessity, the filmmakers 
have retained Moore's basic outline, culminating in the Ripper's most 
horrific mutilation yet, a thorough dismantling of physicality in which 
Jack fancies himself giving a lecture on anatomy to an appreciative 
surgical-theater class. Somehow, the movie taps into the book'suncanny 
implication that the very air is charged with malevolent ancient spirits, 
that our houses and bodies are just thin shells warding them off, 
ineffectually. 

From Hell leaves you metaphysically disquieted rather than 
pleasurably spooked. Those in the mood for a crackling gothic-horror 
murder mystery may want to rent Sleepy Hollow, also with Depp; this 
one's a bit tougher to shake off. The movie is beautifully squalid and 
dank — cinematographer Peter Deming, who also shot David Lynch's 
current Mulholland Drive, should take a step up in his profession for 
this double whammy — and the script, taking as much as possible 
from Moore, is satisfyingly literate. The Hughes brothers, too, have 
proven themselves masters of violence among the urban class — this 
one just happens to unfold in 1888 London. I regret a bit of copping out 
at the end, but even this is balanced with rhyming portraits of desolation 
and loss: Jack and Abberline, alone and oblivious, communing with 
the spirits in their heads — the connective tissue between good and 
evil has become delirium, and the Ripper is with us always.
